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REFLECTIONS AT PLY: OUTH 
Roy E,. McFee 


It was e sunny September afternoon when we approeched with fitting reverence 
this most hallowed of ‘\merican shrines. Te found the little tovm of Plymouth nest- 
ling still where New Englend civilizetion becen in « blesl: December. 


At Plymouth 011 paths lead to the rock itself, It lies at the water's ede, 
as formerly, but is ixclosed now by columns and rniling, with s cenony overherd. 
Whether or not this roc!: scturliy mew the youthful footsteps of Pilrrim men and 
vworen, it surely ~er':s the vicinity where thev first stood on soil of the UVew 
World. Just behind it rises Cole's Hill with its Sarcopharus, the resting plece 
of the first to perish, while the greves of others are on the ridge above, Levden 
Street, the first rocd in New Enplend, still follows its original route, 


Over these waves ceme the Pilgrims in their intrepid .oyflower. They were one 
hundred three person of ebilit. and spirit, of whom forty-four were to die in the 
following four menths,. They little thovght in those grim doys that remote fserera- 
tions would do tem honor, At the great roll call of the Pilgrim descendants, a 
proud host will answer, including seven Americen Presidents. 


We visited Pilsrim Hall wit! its early relics. There one sees the Domascus 
sword of ‘yles Standish end the family Bible of Governor Bradford. Also seen is the 
credle of Peregrine ‘Jhite. There too is a portrait of Ldward Winslow, said to be 
the only existing likeness of any i‘ayflower passenrer. 


Other significent lendmarks dot the town of Plymouth. Among these is the 
Statue of the Pilgrim :‘aiden in Brewster Gardens, t he site of the original fardens 
of the Pilgrims. And towering over Plymouth is the lational l’onument to the Fore- 
fethers, rising from the sumnit to a height of eighty feet. 


Cole's Hill looks over shore and weter. Up the co-st one sees the }’yles 
Standish ionument showing above the tree tops. <A rounted telescope, for a fee, 
ellovs a close view of this monument to the «reat Ceptein. Or the telescope rey 
be pointed out to sea, where ships move alone the horizon. Somewhere out there, 
in thet early cay, the l‘eyflower halted while the Compact was signed, 


Lvery American is doubtlessly pleased to find elso on Cole's Hill en imposing 
statue in bronze by the mester hand of Dallin. It is the cormanding figure of an 
Indian, gazing with fixed eye over Plymouth Rock end out across the Atlantic, Tle 
iascription reads: "To the Memory of !'assasoit, Grand Sachem of the Wampanoegs, 
the Protector end Preserver of the Pilgrims." 


Last of ell, in the cemetery on the rid;e, we walked among the gravestones 
of Pilgrim fomilies. There lies the scholerly “illiam Bradford, Governor of Ply- 
movth for more than thirty vears. From his hilltop he hes kept watch for three 
centuries over the settlement he loved, while his descendants end those of the 
other Pilgrims have held high the torch of liberty in the Kew World. 


At nightfell we turned away. Gently the shadows were dimming historic land- 
& marks and ancient sites. Under the stars there gleamed only the ocean highway 
which the valiant Pilgrims never took, back to their native land, 





"SOME NOTABLE FAMILIES OF DETROIT" was the subject of the paner rend before 
the Detroit Society for Genealogical Research at the December meeting bv Ir. M, 
Woolsey Campau, a descendant of Detroit’s earliest citizens. Mr. Campau traced 
his lineage in a direct line back to Antoine de Bourbon, King of Navarre. On 
his femily tree are branches showing the grafting of nationalities other then the 
French, for his mother was Mary Livingstone ‘oolsey, who combined the blood of 
colonial Connecticut and New York with the New Amsterdam Dutch, while the pure 
French of the Campaus was joined with the Scotch when his grendfather, Barnabas 
Campau, married Archange I'cc Dougall, daughter of a British army officer. ‘Tith 
the wit of his Gallic ancestry, end the shrewdness and practicality of his Anglo- 
Saxon heritsre, Mr. Campau told of his early recollections and gave intimate word 
pictures of various reletives. His discourse wes illustrated bv a priceless ex- 
hibit of early documents, convies of family portraits, cherts, meeps, sketches, re- 
record books, and diaries of an early day. With no apology, he suppresses his first 
name, though he is the fifth in « direct line of notable ancestors to bear it, and 
any uwumber of Woolsey cousins answer to the name Melanchthon.

TROSE iO SEEK BRITISii ANCESTORS gained definite information on how and where 
to direct their efforts when Norman H. Burfitt, Labor Attache of the British Con- 
sulc.te Generel in Detroit, spoke before our Society at its first meeting of the 
New Year. Taking es his subject "Genealogv in Britain," Mr.Burfitt traced the 

alopment cf the British system of collecting and preserving vital records from 
days of the Conquest until row. In 1085, William the Conqueror ordered a sur- 
ell dwellers in England outside of London, with lists of the possessions of 
The results of this census were recorded in what wes know eas the Doomsday 
From thnt time on no effort was made to gather statistics of this nature 
romwell, 500 yeers later, ordered the apnointmont of a Registror Generol. 
voluntery wor’ of prrish priests during that time and since provide records of 
volue where they hove escaped fire and other destructive agentse Since 1801 
there hes been 2 complete census conducted every ten years, with the exception of 
1941. "In 1836," said the specker, “Parlisment passed c law making compulsory the 
registration of births, merriages, snd deaths; the seme law made official the 
anpointment of e Registrar Generel. ---- There is a vest network of registration 
offices throughout the country" and Somerset House in London is the final repository 
of all this dato. For a dollar one can obtain a copy of sny certificste of mar- 
riege which occurred later than 1836. The offices of the Society of Genealogists, 
Cheucer House, Malet Place, London, "7. C. 1., contain » card index of about three 
million cards, elso a Marriage Index, 1536-1837, containing items regerding over 
six million marringes, as well es trenscriptions of perish registers end similer 
sources of frcts and figures.

Every searcher has been feced with the problem of the identity of two or more persons 
having the seme name. Instantly, the thought occurs "How common is this name?" It 
is apparent that if we find two John Scotts in Massachusetts, they are probably dif- 
ferent men. But if we find two Phinehes Ifixters, it is likely that t hese two ere 
either identical or closely related. 


As an eid in solving this problem, I took 1000 male names from the 1790 census. I 
used the first four names on each page of the Massachusetts census and on some pages 
of the Connecticut census, with the following results

Let us investigate the question of the identity of Beriah Brown of Massachusetts 
with Beriah Brown of Rhode Island. Beriah was * very rere name in 1790, and re- 
meins so todays The sversge telephone book discloses no Beriah Brown, no Beriah 
Killer, no Beriah Smith. 


In a book which lists end defines 4000 mesculine Christircn names, Beriah is not 
mentioned. Nor does this name sppear in our list of 1000. One Beriah Brown is 
mentioned in "Esrly Settlers of Howley, Mes." page 27, which seys he married Sarah 
Harris, Janucry 6, 1573-4, 


One Berieh Brown is mentioned in Austin's "General Dicticnary of Rhode Island," 
page 151, which ssys he rarried Abigail Phenix sbout 1685, e is doubtless the 
seme csmentioned in “History of “ashington end Kent Counties" (Rhode Islend) by 
Cole, which srys on pege 379: “Berinh Brown was also 2 resident os early as 1687." 


I find nothing to contradict the theory that the two Beriah Browns are identical, 
end thet his first wife died in I’assechusetts, and later he removed to Rhode Island 
pnd married Abigail Phenix. 


In support of our theory we may consider not only the frequency of the name Berioh, 
but the frequency of the surnsme Brown. In the sixteen states for which we heve a 
1790 census, there were 807,004 free white males listed of a total population of 
,893,635, Of the 807,094 free white males, about six tenths of one percent were 
Browns or Brownese 


The population of the United States, in 1685, when the Rhode Islond Berisah Brown 
ried /bigail Phenix, was about 214,000 and if 0.6% were Browns, there were only 
1254 Rrowns.e 


the probsbility of there being two edult male Beriah Browns in the United States in 
1685 is therefore remote. We, of course, have only circumstantial evidence and 
no absolute proof.

A SHIER (SCHEIDR, SCHEUER) FAIILY RECORD, 
' Compiled by 
Mrs. Florence (Shier) Roberts 


The earliest known encestors of the Shier family lived in an independent Ger- 
man Principality called the Palatinate, consisting ef four or five provinces lying 
on both sides of the Rhine river, just north of Switzerlend. The inhabitants were 
called Palatines. Their country ceased to exist as ean independent Principality as 
a result of the Napoleonic wars. 

Shier is the Anglicized spelling of the name, which, in the Palatinate wes pro- 
nounced the same as its Anglicized form, but was spelled Scheier. In Germany, to- 
day, the name would be pronounced eas Seer, but would be spelled Scheier or Scheu- 
er. It was not until several generations after the family left the Palatinate that 
the English spelling was adopted. In this record the Anglicized spelling will be 
used. 

The armies of Louise XIV of France frequently raveged the Palatinate, with heart- 
less and astonishing cruelty, between 1688 and 1707. As a result, many Palatines 
left their country for quieter parts of Germany and Holland. But in 1709 a great 
exodus of Palatines took place. During the summer of that year, 13,00o0f them, in 
scattered groups and often by stealth, maneged to reach England, hoping that they 
would soon be sent to America. Owing to delays, 5,500 of them became dispersed . 
through Great Britain. In this way, one Shier family located in Aberdeenshire, Scot- 
land. Two of them were medical doctors in Demarara; one emigrated to New York and 
then to Whitby, Ontario, where he was a land surveyor. 

Following the conquest of Ireland, by ‘William III, of England, many English ° 
landlords in the couth of Ireland were in soreneed of tenants. At their request, 
the British gover=ment cent 3,500 Palatines, who were then living under the bounty 
of Queen Amne, in London, into the south of Ireland. Among these there was one 
family of Shiers, and it was settled at Court Mattress in Limerick County. The’ 

Head of this family was Adam Shier; with himwere his four sons: Henry, Charles, 
Adam and Nicholas. The original Limerick Adam Shier died in 1758, according to the 
English Church records at Rathkeale, near Court Mattress. Some of these Shiers 
descendents still live in County Limorick. 

There were, no doubt, some emigrants from among the Palatines in County Limerick 
previows to 1760, but in that vear a very considerable number came to New York State, 
Among these were Philip Embury and Barbara Heck, founders of the Methodist Church 
in America. It is prohable thet the compiler's great great grandfather was among 
them, since he held a positicn in the New York Customs when the American Revolution 
started. Quite a numbcr of Palatines, among them Barbara Heck, lived in the Camden 
Valley, north of New York City, when the Revolution broke. Being grateful to Britain 
for past kindnesses to thoir ancestors in 1709, they left the States and went to 
Canada. Henry (Henry 2, Adam 1) Shier, the compiler's great greet grandfather, who 
held a post in the New York Customs until the start of the Revolution, was probably 
among those escaping to Canada. In Canoda, these emigrants are grouped as “United 
Empire Loyalists." 

In 1829, Charles Shier, second son of County Limerick's Adam, settled in Canada, 
Charles was the grancfather of Dr. Walter C. Shier, of Uxbridge, Ont., who fur- 
nished mucl of the early history in this record. Shiers have settled in South 
Africa, Yokohama, Illincis, Michigan, celifornia, and in many parts of Canada, remote 
from Uxbridge. All these families are descended from the first Limerick Adam Shier 
of 1709, In the township of Brock, a few miles from Uxbridge, nine different Shiers 
settled between 182 and 1850, All ceme from Limerick. The aforementioned Charles 
Shier was one of them. These nine families included descendants from each of the 
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four sons of the original Adam of County Limerick. From Brock many descendants of 
the nine families have moved to locations in many parts of Canada and the United 
States. Early Limerick and Brock femilies of Shiers were prolific, so there are 
many of Adam Shier's descendants living in Canada and the United States today. 

The last 3,000 of the original 13,000, who left the Palatinate, in 1709, were 
sent to New York, in 1710, from England, to make tar, pitch and other naval stores 
from pines on the banks of the Hudson, Mohawk end Schoharie rivers. 
record of Shiers among existing records of this immigration. 

Rev. William Crook's "Ireland and the Centenary of American Methodism" presents 
"a tolerably complete list of the names of those families who settled on Lord 
Southwell's estate." This list includes the name Shier. The estate referred to was 
near Rathskeale, County Limerick. Land was leased to the emigrants who were settled 
‘in Ireland in 1709. About 1760, many of these emigrants went to America, probably 
because too high rentals were demanded after their first leases expired, 

In July, 1934, Walter Knittle, in his "Early Palatine Emigration,” listed among

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left to Watson Snyder II, great grandson of Barbera Ann and Henry Shier.
